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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the instant application differs 
from Gabi in that the toy has storage within it. Regardless of the features taught by Gabi, applicant has not positively claimed the location 
of said storage. Applicant further argues that the present invention differs from Gabi in that it appears to "know" its location relative to a 
roving character and the respective identities. As explained in the previous rejection, the system of Gabi provides the same appearance to 
the users of the system through the extensive tracking and location features of the system. The system of Gabi provides location based 
audio output to the user and has the capabilities to provide information as to the location of roving characters and, through the tracking 
system, the identity of the roving characters. The system of Gabi provides an identification signal of a roving character through the central 
controller to the toy carried by the user. It would be apparent to one skilled in the art that the exact distribution of processing power and 
storage are design considerations that may be implemented however desired. The centralized system of Gabi teaches a decentralized 
system with the same capabilities. 
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
